'yevontles;  and  thereafter  mdde  his 
home  on  Vancouver  Island.

He  fot lowed 
the  calling  of  miner  and  prospector. 
UntM  Itlt,  be  had  not  seen  any 
member  of  his  family  for  fifty  years. 
He  had,  however,  maintained  a  mare 
or  less  regalar  correspondence  with 
his  shiter,  Mrs.  Olynn,  the  only  <nir- 
vlvor  of  elfht  brothers  and  hlstrrs. 

Pullce  and  Roundy  first  mnt  at

They  did 
not  meet  again  until  Rotmdy  came  to 
Victoria,  in  the  Winter  of  1«18.  and 
put  up  at  the  Brunswick  Hotel.
